thom. Nothing would hava been ;eusier than to 
have made thy arresty had the rouners been des- - 
patched with the intention of actually. making 
thom, bat thoy wero simply sent to replenish 
their oxhansted exchoguorg, When that was 
soon, the people very natural obiectad to ba 
vietimised. ‘This also has its official beariag on 
the state of affairs, ag it will be made to appear 
that the popular feoling.is ap strong against the 
Chriitions that. te punish the offendara would 
Jend to open rebellion. 

There are many rumors in virenlation about 
this unfortunate affair.
